PRUNING 


It is difficult to lay down any hard and fast rules as 
the method varies according to varieties and the purpose 
for which they are required. Bush Roses, first time after 
planting, should be severely pruned early in March, cutting 
them back close to a bud, about four inches from the 
ground. Do not delay until trees are advanced in growth. 
Ramblers should be taken back to within 12 to 18 inches. 
With Climbers, however, it is better to leave the strongest 
shoots about three feet long. For garden purposes, 
established Bush Roses should have all dead, weak, unripe 
and overcrowded wood cut clean away to the base, keep¬ 
ing the centre open to allow for the development of new 
growth; this leaves only the strongest and youngest 
growths and these may be shortened by a third or half 


their length. It is not desirable to prune good strong 
mature shoots too hard; on poor soil light pruning is best. 
For exhibition, pruning may be harder, and it may be 
advisable to rub out some of the surplus growths later. 
Floribunda Roses can be treated in the same way as Bush 
Roses for garden, or if required to grow into large bushes 
it would be sufficient to prune to the first good growth 
bud below the flower truss. Ramblers and Climbers are 
best dealt with in Autumn, as so much cutting away and 
thinning out is required, especially with the more vigorous 
Ramblers. Remove all surplus growths, retaining only 
the strongest and best of last season’s growth at or near 
their full length as, of course, they flower on the previous 
year’s wood. Tie in immediately. 


SOME PLANTING HINTS Etc. 


Examine the trees immediately they are received, 
sprinkle with water and keep covered until planted. The 
roots must not be exposed to sun or wind. 

The ground should be thoroughly prepared beforehand 
by deep cultivation, and enriched with manure. Avoid 
deep planting; the union of the rose and briar stock should 
just be below ground level. Spread out the roots evenly 
and horizontally, cover with fine, dry soil and make very 
firm. Examine again a few weeks after planting and 
re-tread firmly. About 21 inches apart each way is a 
suitable planting distance for most varieties. Suckers may 
appear, these should be removed immediately close to the 
root with a sharp knife. Hoe frequently during the grow-

ing season, and during warm dry weather a top dressing 
of lawn grass clippings is recommended. Spray early with 
a good nicotine insecticide against green-fly. We recom¬ 
mend spraying immediately after pruning with Soltosan 
or Perenox, loz. to 1 gallon, thoroughly wetting the stems. 
This should be followed with Tulisan recommended as the 
best general preventive spray covering the three main 
diseases—rust, black spot and mildew. Where black spot 
Is the chief fear Orthocide Captan is recommended. 
Spraying should commence in late April and be repeated 
at intervals of two weeks. For the control of thrips spray 
or dust with D.D.T.
